requirements than that required (or a Private Pilot. 
Also, 
the applicant must he able to show that he has at least 
200 hours of total flight time. 
( Voi.i‘11 remem ber that only 
40 hours were required for a Private Pilot’s license), 
I here 
are other qualifications to be met, but these are the basic 
ones, and will serve to show that anvone who is a Private 
Pilot, can. in short time, usually qualify for a Commercial 
Pilot's flight ex amination. 


It’s true that most Private Pilots remain Private Pilots. 
ITiis is what they want to he. 
But for many students, Ihe 
urge is strong to go on and become as proficient as they 
can, 
.Also, many sutdents intend fo make a career out nf 
fly ing and for this a Commercial Pilot's license Is essential.
